Clifford Sif ton of the. Manitoba Govern- 


ment has "been sworn in as Minister of 
the Interior. Last night Mr. Silton left 
for (Manitoba to iprepare for re-election 
on I>ec. 4. This practically disposes of 
the Manitoba school question. The text 
of the promised settlement will be of- 
ficially announced toy 'the government on 
S<rlday. 
''"The'Manitoba Government has consent- 
eij to -modify its public school act to meet, 
as far as possible, th« demands of tlie 
Ca'thollc minority. The schools are to be 
nationally one in their character and uji- 
oiftr provincial control, subject to..inspec- 
tion. In 3.1.1 schools the same text books 
wfll ibe -used and all teachers will be re- 
quired to qualify up to th« present stand- 
ard of provincial examinations. In the 
'last half hour of each school day repre- 
sentatives of any religious denomination 
may com^ in and instruct the children be- 
longing to its own <leTi.omlnation. 
The 


work will be purely secular in character, 
religious trmning to :be with the consent 
•of the. parents or.ly. The ^principle of lo- 
cal option -will be recogrnized throughout.

"The saddle is a very important part of 


the cycling outfit, and, if badly designed 
and 'badlly adjusted, may make all of the 
difference between pleasure and pain in 
riding. The saddle for u. woman must -be 
sufficiently .broad at the .back, so that she 
can sit on it falrty and squarely, and it 
should be mounted on springs adapted to 
her weight. A 112 pound woman on a 182 
pound saddle is a miserable object. Every 
saddle should be adjusted to suit the per- 
son who has to. ride on it. No two persons 
ever-quite like the same position, and this 
is the secret cause of so ^nany complaints 
of saddle soreness and discomfort.

away with their -rich plunder, and no 
scheme has yet -been devised that can ap- 
prehend .them and result in the recovery 


of the^ wheels. Bicycles may be defaced 
in so many ways, making- them almost 
unrecognizable by their owners, toaS the 
depredators, emboldened 'by success, re- 
peat theft after theft without regard to 
consequences or fear- of capture.
